Farm Crop* Need More Bees 
The United States D epartm ent of 
i.Agriculture i> asking farm ers to in - 
; crease their bee population this year 
by at least eight per cent. And the 
reason Is not solely to augm ent our 
} national supply of sweets while cane 
and beet sugars rem ain scarce; It Is 
! chiefly to provide better pollination 
of fruits, legume crops and vege­ 
tables. At long last Uncle Sam real­ 
izes th at bees are Indispensable for 
Improving our busic food and feed 
crops as well ax for m aking honey. 
But the benefits of beekeeping do 
not ‘top with these two goal*. Bees­ 
wax Is an essential m aterial In the j question 
m anufacture of Insulation, cosmetics. 
[ shaving 
cream, 
polishes, 
candles 
1 grafting wax and m any additional 
j products; honey is used In the m an- 
; tin ctu re of chewing tobacco, cigar- 
j ettes, golf balls and num erous other 
every-day needs Then too, honey 
I rem ains one of m an’s m ost perfect 
foods. Not only Is it by far the most 
easily digested food, due to the fact 
► 
th a t the bec completes piost of the 
> 
digestive work in lls chemical treat- 1 
m cnt of pollen and nectar, but honey 
leads as an energy-producing food. 
ideal as a substitute for the less 
beneficial forms of sugar derived 
from, cane and beets. 
Scientific texts sliow th a t breads, 
cakes and other baked products re ­ 
tain their moisture longer when at 
least a part of their sweetening is 
provided in the form of honey. This 
la explained by scientists as the re ­ 
sult of a honey quality called "hy- 
groscopiclty” the 
ability to hold 
moisture. 
It was during recent w ar years 
th a t agricultural workers, orchard­ 
ists and vegetable gardeners gained 
a greater appreciation of the vital 
roles bees play in Increasing crop 
yields and Improving crop quality. 
Even many common vegetables were 
found to respond profitably to the 
presence of more bees during the 
blossoming period. Of course, fruit 
growers have long known th a t bees 
m ust be active in large num bers 
during the blooming season in order 
th a t trees ’’set” a good crop of 
fruit. 
After several decades of alm ost 
supine dependence on foreign n a ­ 
tions for much of our seed supply, 
particularly clovers, alfalfa, sugar 
beet, and num erous grass seeds, 
American farm ers are increasing do­ 
mestic production p f seeds. In this 
im portant task bees are as essential 
as soil or fertilizer or implements, 
In most cases they are the sole car­ 
riers of Hie vitalizing pollen, and 
without them the crops are complete 
failures. 
Farm ers and gardeners may find 
apiary .supplies hard to locate, es­ 
pecially hives. However, the govern­ 
m ent hopes ail persons wanting to 
sta rt a few colonies or to add to
